Today I talked to Assistant Director AL BELMONT 
who advised that the Bureau Is extremely Interested In the 
full utilization of all Investigative techniques^ including 
those of "bag Jobs/' 

He stated that It Is the responsibility of the SAC, 
ASAC, or the Supervisor In Charge to advise the Assistant 
Director involved and request authority for this investigative 
technique » He said briefly set out the facts of the case 
and the potential value of the operation and be sure there 
is no fishing expedition » We should be satisfied that proper 
planning has been put into effect in that the Individual in 
the field who is making this recommendation Is fully assured 
of complete security. 

When such technique Is used an Informal memo 
should be filed In the SAC's office which will be available 
to the inspection staff, after which they can be destroyed* 
The same information should be sent to the Bureau in order 
that the proper officials can become cognizant. 

Only stable and dedicated agents should be utilized 
on this type of technique •

THE ASSERnON by the former 
bureau official concerning Relley's 
past activities is the first that Units 
the director to the past abuses insti* 
tuted and authorised by the late FBI 
Director J .

Hoover ostensibly ended the use of 
surreptitious entries in 1966, but the 
Justice Department is now probiog 
break-ins carried out by agents in 
1972 and 1975, 

For the period prior to 1966, few if 
any i ecords are believed to exist that 
coulc prove or disprove KeUey's al- 
leged involvement In requesting au- 
thorization for a break-in. 

Standard procedure at the time 
was to destroy all documents rela^ 
ing to surreptitious entries within a 
year. Within that year, according to 
findings of the Senate Intelligence 
Committee, the "Do Not File" proce- 
dure called for holding the records in 
the office safes of special agents in 
charge* 

A bureau official, discussing the 
source's assertion that Kelley re- 
quested a break-in, said: 

'Un those days, prior to 1966, all of 
the people in the field (including Kel- 
ley) felt that If Hoover authorised it 
(break^ins), he got authority fh>m 
higher up, such as an attorney 
general. They (agenU) thus felt it to 
be a legal and valuable technique." 

The Senate Intelligence Committee 
concluded that there was no indlca* 
tion that any attorney general was 
informed of the so-called *'black bag

WITH KELLEY identified 
ing allegedly requested approval far 
a break-in, the two top offiicals of the 



iMleagured bureau have been linked 
to what are considered to be the 
wrongful past abuses of power au* 
tborized during the Hoover reign. 

Richard G. Held* named by Kelley 
last month as the bureau's No, i 
man. headed the Mhmeapolis field 
office in the late 1960s and early 19708 
when that office targeted Cointelpro 
activites against groups there. 

As a result of news rmorts con- 
cerning those activities. Held issued 
a statement accepting responsibility 
for all actions "good or bad*' that 
flowed from the office. But HeU 
emphasised that, "I was not in any 
deciskm*making positions when this 
program was instituted, nor did I di* 
rect it while the program (Cointel* 
pro) was active/* 

He laid the blame for any possible 
wrongdoing on headquarters officials 
who ^'instituted and directed" Coin- 
telpro and contended that **tt was our 
responsbillty to implement" it 

It was understood yesterday that 
Kelley, who was said to have ap- 
proved Held's statement, takes a 
similar view for any such activities 
in which he was Involved while serv- 
ing in the field for 21 years t^fore 
I retiring fh>m the bureau in Oct*^961. 
After serving as chief of the Ka&uas 
City police department, he retunnd 
to the bureau as director in 1973, a 
year after Hoov^ died. 

KELLEY HAS NEVER acknowl- 
edged participating in break-ins 
while serving b the field. "I'm not 
saying that Clarence Kelley engaged 
in such activities or did not engage in 
these activities," he said at a July U 
press conference. 

But Kelley characterized the areas 
in which surreptitious entries were 
used prior to 1966 as those involving 
counterintelligence or national se- 
curity. 

Earlier this year Kelley publicly 
apologized for past FBI misdeeds and 
subtly criticized Hoover for allowing 
the abuses. But KeUey did not list the 
activities he considered wrong. 

Kelley consistently maintained 
until the 1973*73 break^ins came to 
Ught that such activities ended with 
Hoover's 1966 directive. Earlier this 
month, however, KeUey charged that 
lie had been deliberately "deceived'* 1 
by aides who withheld fh>m him 
knowledge of the later break-ins.
